SHALt, WK HOLD THE 


One of the questions growing out of 


the war is the disposition to be made of 
the Philippines. 
The concensus of 


opinion seems to be that the American 
flag sbunld be kept waving over every 
foot of territory won from Spain by the 
valor of our army and navy. It IP 
feared by masy that the Administra 
tion will relinquish the Philippine Isl 
ands to Spain, and in fact maiiy prom 
incut men are predicting that that will 
be the result of the Paris conference. 


The natives of the Philippines are 


said to be unanimously in favor of an- 
nexation to the Unitdd States. If such 
is the fact their wishes are entitled to 
as much consideration as were those of 
the Hawaiian Islands. 


There is no reason why the United 


States should not hold the Philippines 
as well as Porto Rico. Though the 
war with Spain was not waged for con- 
quest the United States would not be 
justified in turning the islands over to 
Spain, if the inhabitants are opposed 
to Spanish rule and prefer independ- 
ence or annexation to the United 
States. If this Government does not 
want to annex the Philippines, and tbe 
natives are opposed to being again sub- 
jected to Spanish domination, they 
•hould be permitted to establish nn in- 
dependent government, under the pro- 
tection of the United States. 


SII/VKK THK MAIN 18SPJ5. 


Ex-Qovernor Stono of Missouri is in 


New York, and makes the following 
declaration: "I am for Bryan in 1900; 
no other man c»n possibly take the 
place of the great leader. I believe 
the United States flag should never be 
hauled down in the territory we have 
conquered. But after all bimetallism 
ia the main issue. War problems must 
take second placo to silver. Until it 
has been restored to its proper place 
other questions cannot be of para- 
mount importance." 


Governor Stone is a strong advocate 


of territorial expansion, but he con- 
siders that of secondary, importance 
compared with tbe monetary issue.
